CAIRO. — Egypt decided yesterday 
not to publish a list of its grievan- 


pH ces against the Soviet Union, offic- 


jal sources said here yesterday. 

In a speech last Saturday, Presi- 
dent Sadat said he had ordered the 
Publication of a message sent to 
Moscow after the expulsion af about 
20,000 Soviet military experts from 
Egypt in 1972. It contained what 
Sadat said were “decisive replies to 
Soviet slanders.” 

The Egyptian decision not to 
publish the message was prompted 
by a Soviet proposal last week sug- 
gesting a two-stage resumption of 
the Geneva Middle East peace con- 
ference. Diplomats said the Soviet 
scheme has met with Egyptian 
approval. (Reuter) 


US. officials rap comments

Both speeches contradict 
comments made recently by senior 
Israeli officialj who have main- 
tained that U.S-Israeli relations — 
while not always 100 per cent in 
agreement — were basically very

Humphrey noted that the “re- 
supply efforts” to Israel during 
the Yom Kippur War came “only 
after incredible pressure was exer- 
ted by members of Congress on the 
administration, usimg all of their 
muscle with President Nixon and 
Secretary Kissinger.” Other acts 
cited by the Senator included the

when the U.S. remained quiet while 
nations tried to ‘humiliate Israel, and 
the countenance by the administra- 
tion of “an unjust and odious boy- 
eott of Israel by powerful corpora- 
tions and Arab nations."

Israel’s 28th Independence Day 
festivities went off with the ac- 
eent less on street jollity this 
year, and more on private even- 
ing parties and picnic outings 
during the day to woods and 
beaches. 

There were no security incidents 
to mar the holiday, but on Lake 
Kinneret four persons drowned, 
while in Independence Park in Je- 
rusalem, an 18-year-old was stabbed 
to death in a brawl. .

“We shall possibly have to face 
similar problems of ‘cuts in wages, 
in other sectors,” Rabin said, “in 
order to make the tax reform apply 
ta all. We shail have to continue 
te reduce subsidies, when necessary, 
and take other steps to collect more 
taxes and block the illegal money 
market." But, he emphasized, the 
Government has proven itself in 
this sphere. 

In answer to a question on cmi- 
“vation, Rabin said those who leave 
the country are “a fallout of weak- 
lings.” This was a familiar pheno- 
menon, he said, during difficult 
times.

Defence Minister Shimon Peres, in 
an Independence Day interview for 
Army Radio, said that although Is- 
rael's ‘people was given to ups and 
downs, the past year had been 2 
good one for the country — and 
especially for the army. 

The IDF was now better armed 
than ever, and with its reserve 
strength was approaching the size 
of the whole population of Israel in 
1948 (which was 650,000). Rather 
than build everything on a single 
weapon, it was creating a whole 
improved system. The foundation 
for all this was finding out what 
is on the battlefield and hitting it. 
And to this end it had achleved such 
things as greater mobility and 
better “night vision.” 

Asked about Israel's dependence 
on U.S. aid ,he noted that Israel — 
unlike the many other states re- 
celving such aid—did not depend on 
American ‘troops to defend it.

, Life sentence 
in double killing 


HAIFA. -- Ma‘alot resident Mah- 
louf Waknin, who slew his former 
girlfriend and her companion when 
he met them in an Acre street 
jJast February, was sentenced here 
on Monday to life imprisonment for 
murder. 

Waknin, who was on reserve duty 
at the time, shot the two — Mazal 
Cohen, 21, and Pinhas Hinoukh, 40, 
— with his Uzi submachinegun. He 
admitted most of the charges, 

Waknin had been at odds with 
Cohen, to whom he had lent money, 
the court found. On February 5 of 
this year he happened on her and 
Hinoukh, at an Acre taxi-stand. 

An argument developed, and 
‘Waknin threatened the two with 
his Uzi. The two told him they 
would complain to the police, at 
which point he threatened them 
further. When they set off in the 
direction of the police station, he 
followed and shot them down out- 
side a Bank Hapoalim branch. 

Although Waknin admitted the 
charges, he claimed the two had 
provoked him.

NAIROBYL — The fourth UN Con- 
ference on Trade and Development 
opened here yesterday with a warn- 
ing by Kenya President Jomo Ken- 
yatta that rich nations must not 
neglect the “surrounding oceans of 
Poverty” in the world, 

“What is required is nothing less 
than a ‘Nairobi charter’ for some 
new and truly international econo- 
mic order,” Kenyatta said in 8 
speech read for him by Mbyo Koi- 
Mange, Minister of State, in the 
Kenyatta Conference Centre. 

Koinange told 3,000 delegates from 

most of the UN’s member nations 
that the 83-year-old president was 
unable to be present “due to un- 
avoldable matters.’ Kenyatta was

The conference, which will run 
until May 28, is chiefly concerned

‘only token recognition of those sur- 
rounding oceans of poverty in which 
they are perpetuated,” Kenyatta’s 
“speech said.

Arabs move to

NAIROBL — U.S. Senator Jacob 
KK. Javits said there was “a real 
danger” of a move to expel Israel 
and South Afriea from the 
Unetad conference.

Schlesinger charges U.S. 


‘Vietnamization’ of Israel 


WASHINGTON. — Former Secret- 
ary of Defence James Schlesinger 
said on Tuesday that the Ford Ad- 
ministration is improperly blaming 
Israel for creating a stalemate in 
Middle East peace negotiations. 

He indicated that U.S. policy in 
the Middle East has led to the 
“Vietnamization of IsraeL” 

Speaking to the 17th annual con- 
ference of the America-Israe] Pub- 
lc Affairs Committee, Schlesinger 
said “there is a tendency to place 
the blame for the slow pace of nego- 
tiations on Israel." He then said, 
“it is improper, even pernicious, to 
blame failure to achieve a settle- 
ment on the one nation prepared 
ta accept a settlement.” 

Schlesinger's remarks were gear- 
ed for the committee, a main force 
of pro-Israel lobby efforts in the 
U.S. The former defence chief ex- 
plained his characterization of Is- 
rael as the “new Vietuam” io terms 
of U.S. efforts to force concessions 
by an ally who has no alternative 
but to submit. Schlesinger said U.S. 
demands on Israel must be equit- 
able and even-handed. However, he 
said, “even-handedness is something 
different than a policy of forcing 
one-sided concessions.” 

He said that the military balance 
in the Middle East interlocked with 
a global military balance, and the 
support of Israel by the United 
States is ‘a barometer of American 
intentions. The strategic signifi- 
cance of Israel is of growing im- 
portance in the wotldwide miltery 
balance," because it is “an indica- 


- tor-of American steadfastness” after 
the difficulties of the United States .

Now a visiting scholar at John 
Hopkins University, Schlesinger dis- 
cussed American military power and 
its relationship to Israel in an

vard professor said, “It {s essential 
that both the Middie Hast and the 
world military balances be in “ap- 
propriate equilibrium" because with- 
nut that “ultimately” there will be 
no survival for Israel, and the 
Middle East will be subject to “So- 
viet fiat.” He cautioned that if the 
U.S. will be In a weakened position 
militarily “it will be unable to hold 
the ring in the Middle East.” 

Pointing to the difficulties in 
Cyprus apd Lebanon in the 1950s, 
Schlesinger said the U.S. ability to 
settle them was “beyond question.” 
But now, he said, “it is no longer 
beyond question.”

“By fashioning the reinbursement 
mechanism, I can largely determine 
how a doctor practises," he says. 
Thus, if fee-for-service lends itself 
to the administration of unnecessary 
treatment, the response is a pre-paid 


system. If this tends in turn to’ 


achieve the precise opposite (the 
cost of each x-ray would in effect 
come out of the doctor's pocket) 
safeguards can be introduced. 
Before now is a piece of 
legislation, the Kennedy-Corman 
bill, that provides strong incentives 
for pre-paid group practise and Dr. 
Cherkasky favours it. 

Safeguards are built into this 
system by contracting for 2 medical 
team. Fifteen specialists, say, would 
be treating a group of 10,000 patients. 
The charts and records of each 
patient would be available to all 15 
doctors and the desire to earn the

"ALOT OF doctor-going, drug- 


taking 
and hospital-using could be saved by 
sensible routines in daily life: an ap- 
propriate diet, fresh air, plenty of ex- 
-ereise, no ttes and not too 
much alcohol. A very good correla- 
tion exists between overweight and 
vascular disease which is the 
number one killer both in the U.8. 
and Israel. Genetic and personality 
factors play their part too and Dr. 
Cherkagky cheerfully describes 
himself as having a tendency to high 
blood pressure by virtue of a per- 


: sonelity marked by drive, aggres- 


sion and ambition (“the fact of my 
being here as chairman of the 
Brookdale Committee is a function 
of those qualities.” 


A HOPEFUL trend is the expanding 
role of the “nurse practitioner” in 
taking over 8 great deal of the doc- 
tor’s work in specialized areas like 
the care of newborns. Liberated 
from such duties, the physician has 
‘time both for more patients and for 
greater concentration on the mental 
and emotional makeup of his patient, 
Le. the practise of that part of his 
profession which is art rather than 
sctence. i 

And Dr. Cherkasky is in favour οὗ 
the old-fashioned home call, at least 
for the ill. Home care; 
which he ptoneered in the Bronx 
back in 1947, grew partly out of his 
belief that familiar surroundings are 
conducive to therapy, and partly 
because of the shortage of hospital 
beds for the chronically ill. ‘Doctors 
who object to home calls do so 
because it’s more convenient having 
all the patients right there on the 
fifth floor of the hospital.”* 

Unlike many of his colleagues he 
favours medical popularization that 
conveys “‘substantially correct infor- 
mation.” A great deal of material is 
in fact available in the U.S. through 
various government and volunteer 
agencies. But attempts at health 
education have so far proved ineffec- 
tive. An important reason for this is 
a fundamental desire to deny illness. 

By resisting that perhaps un- 
derstandable urge, the layman 
would move both himself and the 
doctor along the desirable road of 
demythologizing medicine. 


CINEMA 
Charles Bronson 
goes West 


Breakheart Pass (Chen, Tel Aviv) 


is a rather good adventure yarn, 
which Alistair MacLean adapted for 
the screen from his own nove); it is 


the 10th of his 18 books to be filmed. 


Starring Charles Bronson and set in 
Idaho in the 1870's, it is the best- 
selling Scottish author's first story 
of the American 
West. Director is Tom Gries (‘‘Wil 
Penny"), while co-producers Elliot

Kastner and Jerry Gershwin have 


Hieve an isolated army fort that has 
been taken over by hostile Piute in- 
dians and renegade whites, For the 
small group of civilians on the 
transport there is also a resplendent 
gilt and plush saloon car — a 
fascinating museum piece, which in 
its prime during the last century is 
said to have carried numerous 
American celebrities. Bronson has a 
tailor-made role as a mysterious 
stranger on the train, and the roman- 
tic interest is supplied with much 
charm by his actress-wife Jill 
Ireland, in what is their tenth movie 
together. 
The tension builds up nicely al- 
most from the opening shot, and the 
viewer soon becomes 80 involved in 
the complicated plot that he is will- 
ing to overlook its many im- 
probabilities. In addition to the real 
excitement, the piece is a visual 
treat, with veteran cinema’ ypher 
Lucien Ballard (“The Killing,"’ ‘“The 
Wild Bunch’) giving us some 
memorable shots of the steam train 
chugging its way through the snow-. 
covered Rocky Mountains and croas- 
cavernous gorges on high trestlé 
\dges. Jerry Goldsmith's musical 
score succeeds admirably in un- 
derlying the feeling of high adven- 
tore that permeates the picture. 
Incidentally, ex-boxing stara seem 
to be becoming increasingly popular 
with film-makers these days. After 
Henry Cooper in ‘‘Royal Flash" and 
Jack O'Halloran in “Farewell My 
Lovely," this film brings us Archie 
Moore, onetime light-heavyweight 
world champion.

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THE TASKS AHEAD 


AFTER A DAY of celebration the thoughts of Israelis turn, 
as they should, to the hard tasks ahead. In a tough-spoken 
television message on the very eve of the Day of Independence, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin warned the citizenry of some 
of the problems the State might be facing in its twenty-ninth 
year. 

The Arab governments, Mr. Rabin pointed out, are still un- 
Willing to make any progress towards the Israeli conception of 
peace. In fact, none of them has so far made any favourable 
response to the suggestion for negotiations on even an end to 
the state of war. The Prime Minister foresaw no greater in- 
clination for peace on the part of the Arabs in the near future. 

Moreover, he suggested that the coming year could see an 
escalation of the Arab campaign on the Palestinian issue, and 
for PLO representation in all diplomatic processes on the mak- 
ing of a settlement, based perhaps on a deliberate misreading 
of the results of the recent municipal elections in Judea and 
Samaria. Most disturbing, as he saw it, was the possibility of 
an erosion in the current U.S. stand on the Palestinians. 

As if to underline the Prime Minister's stern prognosis, the 
Egyptian ambassador to the UN asked the Security Council on 
Tuesday to recognize the PLO as “a responsible entity capable 
of building an independent national authority on the territories 
to be liberated in Palestine.” 

Although Egypt, along with the rest of the Arab countries, 
insists that the Palestinian problem is “the heart ὋΣ the con- 
flict” in the Middle East, Ambassador Esmat Abdul Meguid 
did not even try to present his celebration of the PLO as a 
programme for peace. Indeed how could he? For what he was 
embracing, on orders of his government, which caused the 
Council to convene precisely on Israel's Memorial Day, was 
nothing less than the PLO's “transitional programme” for a 
takeover of Palestine. 

This programme calls for the establishment of a PLO “na- 
tional authority” — but not a fully-fledged government, which 
might entail obligations, such as keeping the peace — as a 
stage in the struggle for complete “liberation” of Palestine, 
before its assimilation into the projected single Arab state. 

The Hgyptian government cannot really expect the Security 
Council to endorse this kind of programme, perhaps even with- 
out the benefit of a U.S. veto, at least not yet. But then the 
immediate -motivation for putting it forward had hardly any- 
thing to do with the ostensible matter at hand: it wes simply 
8. convenient occasion to employ the PLO as a club with which 
to beat Egypt's current Arab adversary, Syria. This is only 
characteristic. For the past twenty-eight years the Arab states, 
led by Egypt, have been tearing each other apart in the hal- 
lowed name of “Palestinian rights.” 

The satisfaction of these “rights” in the way suggested by 
the Egyptian — that is, the PLO — formula would not only 
wreck any hope for peace between the Arab states and Israel, 
but would also serve to exacerbate the disputes among the 
Arab states themselves. This is almost too obvious for most 
Israelis to require restatement. Regrettably, it is by no means
